MEMOIR OF RHODE ISLAND. 


1 6 5 1 . 


It has been stated and not denied, that 
when Mr. Coddington went to England 
he had the deeds and records of the Island 
in ins possession. 
He procured from the 
Council of the State a commission, dated 
April 3d, 1651, signed by J. B radshaw, 
constituting him Governor of the Islands 
in the Narragansett Bay to govern them 
with a con nail of six men, to he nominated 
by the people and approved by himself. 
R?* We know of no copy of Mr. Cod- 
dingtou'a commission now extant nor have 
we been able to find the records and pro­ 
ceedings of the government of the Island 
while administered nuder said Commission 
nor the names of the council of six who 
were to be nominated and appointed. 
It 
will be noticed that Mr. C ’s commission

Aud if it appear tin t the major vole within 
that time prefixed shall come in and de­ 
clare it to be a Nullity.

Recorder signify it lo the President, and 
tile President shall forthwith signify to the 
towns that such or such laws is a rule and 
the silence to the rest shall be taken for an 
approbation and confirmation of the laws 
made and it is ordered further that the 11th 
law made at Portsmouth May 20-21, 1647 
is repealed.”

Mr. John Crandall was fined £ 5 
only for being with the others, but released 
upon promise of appearing ut the next

Mr. Holmes was sentenced to pay £ 3 0 
or to be well whipped,lie refused to pay the 
fine, as also to allow Ins friends to pay it 
for him, when the sentence was according­ 
ly executed upon bun by whipping.
